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UCBC closes 
at 

month’s end 

The Universities Council of British 
Columbia—the crown agency created in 
1974 to act as an intermediary between 
the provincial government and B.C.’s 
universities—closes its doors March 31. 
This was the date given to the Council 
for its shut down when it received word 
last month of its abolition. 

The news release sent out by Minister 
of Advanced Education and Job Train¬ 
ing Stan Hagen says the move to abolish 
the Council will produce “substantial 
savings” by eliminating the $500,000 
budget of UCBC. 

UCBC is to be replaced by an advisory 
council made up of university represen¬ 
tatives and private sector volunteers. No 
word on appointments to the advisory 
council had been publicly announced by 
the Ring deadline March 4.

Arts students valued by employers 


When keen Slavonics student Austin 
saw a quiz pinned to the office door of Dr. 
Gunter Schaarschmidt in the Clearihue 
Building, he jotted down the questions 
and decided to give it a try. The quiz was 
about Russian language and culture and 
had been wired to the Times-Colonist 
by Radio Moscow, and taken from the 
newspaper by Schaarschmidt. 

Austin's try paid off. A few weeks after 
he sent off his answer to three “very sim¬ 
ple questions", CFAX Radio announced 
that they'd been informed by a HAM 
radio operator that Tim Austin of Saa- 
nichton had won a Russian quiz and a 
trip to the Soviet Union. 

Austin laughs, recalling how he had 
felt when he heard the announcement, 
unexpectedly, while listening to CFAX. 
“I thought it was a joke played by some¬ 
body who knows I study Russian and 
wish I had a samovar to make tea." 

“Then CFAX called me in for an inter¬ 
view with Joe Easingwood. They want 
me to take greetings from CFAX to 
Radio Moscow.” 

Austin still didn't believe his ears, 
until he received a letter the next day 
from Russia, informing him he had won 
a 10-day trip to the Soviet Union organ¬ 
ized through the Soviet Travel Agency 
Intourist. 

He's now eagerly preparing for the 
trip, which begins at the end of May, by 
sitting in on an intensive Russian course 
“not for credit, but to pick it up as fast as 
I can." 

He is taking second-year Russian 
courses, to satisfy a long-standing inter¬ 
est in Slavonic culture. “I feel you can't 
ignore half of the world. It's a whole new 
culture we have to come to terms with. 
From books I've read and films I've seen, 
it just fascinates me." 

The quiz which Austin won is a strong 
indication that the Russians are wel¬ 
coming Canadians to their country. 
What were the questions that won him 
an all-expense-paid trip to the U.S.S.R.?: 
1. What is the most common surname in 
Russia (“I answered Ivanov".) 2. What 
event in 1957 created additional interest 
in the study of the Russian language? 
(“Sputnik") 3. Make a list of all the words 
you know in Russian which people 
understand in English without transla¬ 
tion. (“I went to the dictionary—some 
are samovar, kolhoz, bistro, vodka, 
dacha, kiosk, pirogi, borsch and sup.") 

Interest in learning about Russia is 
growing among many people, according 
to Dr. Zelimir Juricic, Chairman of Sla¬ 
vonic Studies. And, it's an interest that 
can be satisfied more readily these days. 
“Since Gorbachev came to power, the 
Soviets are willing to permit people to 
visit more readily. Applications to travel 
and permits are now just a few weeks 
apart. I think there is a fresh wind of 
change." 
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Evidence of the new attitude, Juricic 
says, is the recently-signed Canada- 
U.S.S.R. Academic and Scientific 
Exchange Agreement for senior scho¬ 
lars and specialists, and for graduate 
and post doctoral scholars. As well, 
there is a special program for Canadian 
teachers of Russian, to be taught at the 
University of Moscow in the summer, 
and a growing number of scholarships 
for Canadians to travel to the Soviet 
Union. Juricic and the Office of 
Research Administration have informa¬ 
tion on these for interested people. 

Victoria City Council is working on 
twinning with a city in the East Soviet, 
either Vladivostok or Khabaravsk, 
Juricic adds. “Should it be approved, it 
will be the first time a Canadian city will 
be twinned with one in Siberia." 

To meet growing local interest in Rus¬ 
sia, Juricic is looking into organizing 
discussion groups about Soviet lan¬ 
guage and culture, through University 
Extension. He is also investigating the 
possibility of having a satellite dish 
installed at UVic to receive Soviet TV 
signals. 


Secretaries meet

UVic's Arts Co-op program is getting 
underway, with a new co-ordinator 
appointed and a pilot project planned for 
this summer. 

Co-ordinator Dr. Rajani Lippert has 
begun the critical task of finding 
employers who are interested in hiring 
students with a broad education in the 
humanities, for co-op work terms. 

“I've been very heartened by the 
remarks of potential employers," she 
said in a recent interview in the Co¬ 
operative Education offices in the Cam¬ 
pus Services Building. 

“The head of one major concern said 
that he found arts graduates are very 
valuable for their skills in approaching 
problems in critical and creative ways, 
from a variety of perspectives.” 

Employers from a wide range of pri¬ 
vate and public organizations and 
government have shown an interest in 
being involved in the UVic program, 
Lippert says. 

People in business and government, 
and cultural groups, show an interest in 
students who have good communication 
and writing skills, and groundinginhis- 
toric and cultural contexts, she is discov¬ 
ering in her discussions with potential 
employers. 

Out of the pool of 25 students who wish 
to participate in the pilot work terms this 
spring and summer, Lippert expects 
about 12 will be placed in 13-week work 
terms. They are not regular co-op stu¬ 
dents (who will not be admitted to the 
new program until fall) but a select 
group of senior students going out for 
the pilot, she notes. 

Another of Lippert's concerns is 
ensuring that students who are placed in 
co-op work terms receive educational 
experiences related to their fields of 
study. 

“Co-op is not job placement," she 
stresses. “Placements must have a 
learning component." 

Fielding students with arts back¬ 
grounds in co-op placements is a differ¬ 
ent exercise than fielding science 
students, who have readily identifiable 
skills. “Here, it is a question of how we 
can best use the skills individual stu¬ 
dents have in an educational career 
context." 

The department under the umbrella of 
the fledgling Arts Co-op are Classics, 
English, French, German, Hispanic & 
Italian Studies, History, History in Art, 
Linguistics, Pacific & Oriental Studies, 
Philosophy, and Slavonics. 

Lippert, who earned her doctorate in 
History at University of Notre Dame in 
Illinois, became aware in the United 
States that there are “very fine co-op pro¬ 
grams at many liberal arts schools 
there. For example, at Antioch College 


in Ohio, Co-op has been going on since 
1920. It has been going on in North 
America since 1906". 

“I'm excited by it," she says of her new 
job. “I think it's important that students 
and employers know the value of sound 
liberal arts background.” 

It is an excellent time to be introduc¬ 
ing Arts Co-op at UVic, if the experience 
of other Canadian universities is an 
indicator. 

Waterloo University, the founder of 
Co-op in Canada, recently has been plac¬ 
ing their Arts Co-op students more read¬ 
ily than their science students, points 
out Joanne Thomas, assistant to the 
director of Co-op Education Programs at 
UVic. 


Engineer 
joins faculty

Dr. R. Lynn Kirlin, formerly of the 
faculty of the University of Wyoming 
Electrical Engineering Department, 
joined the UVic Department of Electri¬ 
cal Engineering early this year.

One of Canada’s top jazz soloists, Don

The Drunken Sisters frolic at noon 


The Drunken Sisters, a short satyr play 
by Thornton Wilder, will be presented in 
the Phoenix lunchtime theatre series, on 
March 18,19 and 20 in the Roger Bishop 
Theatre. 

This “satirical tale about the games 
gods play” is directed by theatre gradu¬ 
ate student Morgan Gadd, for his M.F. A. 
project. Gadd describes his production 
as “an ‘off-stage’ version, if you like, of 
some aspects of the original tragedy of 
Alcestis as given to us by Euripedes. It is 
a farce, in which we observe a duel of 


wits between some well known members 
of the mythical Greek pantheon on Mt. 
Olympus.” 

There is fun and frolic in the play, but 
a serious underlying question, as Apollo 
attempts to cheat the fates who have 
scheduled his good friend to die within 
the hour. 

“Can one ever really cheat death and 
get away with it?” asks Wilder’s play. 
Admission to the production, which beg¬ 
ins at 12:30 p.m., is $2 at the door. 



John Barth to speak 
as Distinguished Lecturer 


John Barth, one of America’s leading 
novelists, will present a free public lec¬ 
ture at UVic on March 19 as part of the 
university’s Distinguished Lecture ser¬ 
ies. His topic will be “The Limits of 
Imagination.” 

Barth’s novels The Floating Opera, 
The End of the Road, The Sot Weed Fac¬ 
tor, Giles Goat-Boy, an ^Letters are con¬ 
sidered by many critics to be among the 
most important published in the U.S. in 
the last 30 years. His latest work, The 
Tidewater Tales will be published this 
spring by Putnam’s. 

Barth’s first four novels are preoccu¬ 
pied with new intellectual frameworks, 
existentialism and the exploitation of 
myth and parody. But in his recent 
work, he has moved into that area 
known as “Post-modern” fiction (“the 
literature of exhaustion,” Barth calls it) 
in which the artist no longer tries to pro¬ 
vide a convincing illusion of reality. He 
forces his audience to realize what they 
are experiencing is an artifice and 
involves them in the very process of 
artistic creation. 

“Contemporary writers,” he has said, 
“can’t go on doing what’s been done, 
and done better. I revere Flaubert and 
Tolstoy, Hemingway and Faulkner; but 
they’re finished as objects of interest to 
the writer. My God, we’re living in the 
last third of the twentieth century.” 

Barth’s tremendously complex recent 
work has received intense critical scrut¬ 
iny. Letters has been called the most 
demanding novel in English after Fin¬ 
negan's Wake. He has been compared at 
various times with Swift, Fielding, 
Rabelais, Joyce and Nabokov. 

As Barth’s reputation has grown over 
the years, so has the demand for him to 
give public readings. He has become 
interested in the voice as a narrative 
instrument, and has composed pieces 


specifically for voice and tape recorder 
which he has rendered for audiences. 

Barth has said that he likes to think of 
himself in literature as an orchestrator 
of the old literary devices. Some critics 
have called him a black humorist, but he 
denies that: “They dramatize—and good 
for them!—the madness of contempor¬ 
ary society. But I say, Muse spare me 
from social-historical responsibility, 
and in the last analysis from every other 
kind as well, except artistic.” 

Barth will speak at 8 p.m. in the Uni¬ 
versity Centre Auditorium.

Digby Fodden, special assistant to UVic Presi¬ 
dent Dr. Howard Petch, has accepted a posi¬ 
tion as Director of Development and Alumni 
Affairs at the University of Lethbridge. Fodden, 
40, has been at UVic since 1981, and from 1981 
to 1984 was an information officer in the Office 
of Community Relations.
